Where is Walter Reu ther ru n n in g? The Ford 
strike — obviou sly an d methodically plan n ed, 
as in siders kn ew for more than a year — 
merely is a skirmish in the 60-year-old au to 
chief’s fin al con flict with American in du stry. 
* What does Reu ther really wan t on this fron t? 
» For tws weeks I have been talkin g with the 
men who actu ally kn ow him best. They are the 
Laborite Prime y/’ isters an d powerfu l Social 
Democratic u n ion leaders of Britain , Scan din a­ 
via an d Western Eu rope. With them ’he embat­ 
tled Detroiter talks more frequ en tly, freely an d 
fran kly than with others even in his cwn mas­ 
sive u n ion . With them he talks of bu ildin g a 
world commu n ity an d global u n ion ism. With 
them he has sat in discu ssion ^, sometimes last­ 
in g two an d three days, of almost con tin u ou s 
con versation . So they kn ow him best. 
They u n derstan d an d sympathize with Reu th- 
er’s assau lt on man agemen t, his assu min g the 
right to deman d a voice in this man agemen t, 
his ever piercin g attacks on the salaries paid 
corporation execu tives an d dividen ds distribu ted 
to stockholders. 
My fin al con versation in Eu rope led me to 
the leader of the powerfu l German labor move­ 
men t In this con clu din g dispatch fr*m the con ­ 
tin en t I believe that Reu ther’s aim on the ex­ 
plodin g labor-man agemen : fron t are fu lly re­ 
flected in the words of the Presiden t of the Ger­ 
man u n ion s — the movemen t with which Reu ­ 
ter is closest.) 


DÜSSELDORF. Some miles down the road 
from the "valley” in which they du g u p the 
bon es of the first Nean derthal man , lives a 
chap who is the syn thesis of con temporary civi­ 
lization . After two hou rs with this u rban e an d 
eloqu en t fellow over coffee with “sn lag” an d 
Coin treau on his veran da, I believe ! read him 
right when I report he believes that Walter 
Reu ther an d other au to u n ion chiefs shou ld sit 
on the board of directors of Ford an d Gen eral 
Motors. This wou ld be the German way. 
It is the way of “Co-determin ation ” an d 
‘‘Works Cou n cils” which virtu ally every Ger­ 
man employer mu st deal with an d heed in vir­ 
tu ally all shops, factories an d en terprises. 
OURS WAS A SERIOUS, albeit ban terin g, 
con versation worth reportin g sin ce my host was 
Lu dwig Rosen berg, Presiden t of the Deu tscher 
Gewerkschaftsbu n d (DGB), the German Trade 
Un ion Federation for the Area of the Federal 
Repu blic an d Berlin . 
Ntrt on ly is Herr Rosen berg leader of 7 mil­ 
lion workers, bu t he is the labor movemen t’s 
represen tative on the board of directors of the 
gian t Thyssen steel works. Hiss colleagu e, Otto 
Bren n er, an in timate of Walter Reu ther, repre­ 
sen ts labsr on the boards of Kru pp an d Volk­ 
swagen . Bren n er, who is learn in g from Reu ther 
— 
as 
Reu ther 
is l e a r n i n g 
abou t co­ 
determin ation from Bren n er — is head of tha 
world’s largest u n ion , the 2-million -member 
German Metal Workers Organ ization . 
It has been the Jaw sin ce May, 1951, that the 
labor movemen t has the right to sit on tha 
board of some compan ies. The u n ion s won that 
right after threaten in g a massive n ation al 
strike. The then comparatively n ew chan cellor, 
Con rad Aden au er, in terceded in their behalf 
an d they got the law pu ttin g them on tha 
boards of all coal min in g, steelmakin g an d iron 
mon gerin g corporation s. 
This they called co-determin ation . In 1956 tha 
law was amen ded an d fin ally the Works Cou n * 
cil law gave labor the right to sit on all pu blic 
(stock) compan ies employin g n rre than 1,000 
person s. All this, withou t bu yin g a sin gle share. 
At the momen t the German Labor Movemen t 
(DGB) can appoin t on e third of the board of 
directors of all firms fallin g in to this category. 
(They don ’t call them boards of directors, bu t 
boards of shareholders.) The u n ion s also have 
the right to n ame on e of their people to the 
board of man agemen t which con trols the actu al 
direction of te corporation . 
The u n icn leaders are paid for their work on 
the board of directors — bu t have imposed ob 


themselves an u n written law which limits them 
to two boards each. Half their in come from this 
participation is given to an edu cation al fu n d. 
An d the labor leaders d*<i't ju st sit an d lis­ 
ten . They go over the compan y books — ‘oth­ 
erwise how cou ld we kn ow how mu ch to seek 
in wage in creases or whether to hold the lin e,-’ 
says Mr. Rosen berg. 
The u n ion chiefs also vote on capital in vest­ 
men t, declaration of dividen ds, pace of produ c­ 
tion , chan ges of models, marketin g techn iqu es, 
selection of produ cts to be man u factu red, u tili­ 
zation an d expan sion of produ ctive capacity 
an d even the in crease in prices 
IT MIGHT INTEREST Walter Reu ther that 
his good frien d Otto Bren n er, militan tly left of 
cen ter here on foreign policy, on ce voted f^r 
su ch a price in crease on au tos. This came 
when the Volkwagen corporation , on whose 
b>ard he sits, n eeded mon ey. On the theory 
that you can ’t milk a dead cow, Bren n er join ed 
his capitalist co-directors in votin g for a price 
in crease on “the people’s car.” 
The labor men also vote on “the fin an cial sit- 
u ati n , the han dlin g of orders, the size of 
profit an d loss developmen t an d econ omic an d 
produ ction risks.” 
“We are n ot all that tou gh,” said Rosen berg 
in reaction to my readin ess to du el with him. 
“On ce on e corporation on which I sit faced a 
situ ation in which we were faced by the u n ion 's 
deman d for more mon ey, which we did n ot 
have, an d the compan y n eeded to issu e a n ew 
batch of shares for capital in vestmen t. So we 
voted to reject the wage deman ds an d in stead 
to vote dividen ds on ou r ou tstan din g stock so 
we cou ld sell to the pu blic the n ew shares as a 
good in vestmen t. I later spen t f:u r hou rs at a 
meetin g of over 3,000 u n ion members explain ­ 
in g.” 


I observed that in the U.S. he might n ot have 
gotten ou t of the hall. Bu t I added, man agemen t 
is man agemen t an d labor shou ld n ot impin ge 
on it. His voice rose in competition with an ov­ 
erhead jet. 


“Why shou ld we n ot be on the board of man ­ 
agemen t,” asked Rosen berg, “If Kru pp wen t 
ban kru pt, man y cities wou ld su ffer, big ban ks 
wou ld falter. Ten s of thou san ds of workers 
wou ld be jobless. Hu n dreds c< depen den t com­ 
pan ies wou ld su ffer or go down . We are all in ­ 
volved. This affects the en tire n ation . 
“ We are good man agers. We ru n the fou rth 
largest ban k in German y, Ban k Fu r Gemein - 
wirtschaft, with assets of $1.15 billion We oper­ 
ate the biggest con stru ction compan y in ou r 
cou n try. So we feel that we can man age as 
well as man agemen t. Ju st becau se it is some­ 
on e else’s mon ey is n o reason fcr their havin g 
a sole voice in the policies of massive corpora­ 
tion s su ch as Thyssen here or Bethlehem in 
you r cou n try.” 
Rosen berg chu ckled an d observed it might 
come to that in the U.S. An d why n ot? It’s bet­ 
ter than socialization . 
An d so I left to drive back to Bon n , past the 
Nean derthal 
man ’s 
origin al 
happy 
hu n tin g 
grou n ds. Life was so simple then .

Presiden t John son is u p again st a crisis in 
his political career, an d the cou n try is faced, 
also, with a climax In its econ omic life. 
The on ly way ou t may be laws imposin g wage- 
an d price c:*n trols as well as higher in come 
taxes on in dividu als an d an excess-profits tax 
on bu sin ess. 
When ever there has been a large war here­ 
tofore-in clu din g the Korean War—su ch laws 
have been passed. Mr. John son has been tryin g 
to get alon g withou t them, bu t n ow he is feelin g 
the fu ll effects of an attempt to give the n ation 
“ gu n s an d bu tter, too.” 
Whatever “peach feelers” may emerge, it is 
n ot likely that the gu errilla-type war in Viet­ 
n am will be stopped as easily as a con flict 
between govern men ts, with large bodies of lan d 
troops in action . 
Sin ce the ou tlook is for a prolon ged war, tha 
Presiden t is con fron ted with hu ge expen ditu res. 
Becau se he has also en deavored to spen d on 
domestic reforms su ms u rparalleled in history, 
a big deficit has resu lted from the expen ses of 
the war abroad as well as oi projects at home. 
The fear n ow is that if n othin g bu t the pro­ 
posed tax su rcharge is tried in flation will get 
ou t of han d ju st the same, an d in terest rates 
may rise to u n preceden ted proportion s. 
On the su rface, the econ miy looks as If it 
were in a boom. Bu t it may be the boom be­ 
fore the crash. 
History shows that in the 1920s the word 
“ prosperity” was widely u sed. Bu t ¡n 1929, the 
econ omic facts began to reveal sign s of severe 
strain , an d an in evitable readju stmen t started. 
The qu estion at presen t is n ot merely how to 
pre3erve a sou n d econ omic position , bu t how to 
preven t a collapse jt slowdown of the bu sin ess 
apparatu s altogether du e to excessive restric­ 
tion . 
There is n o hin t yet from the admin istration 
that it is thin kin g abou t wage an d price con ­ 
trols. Bu t, in the backgrou n d, almost everybody 
who has followed the econ '*mic tren d kn ows it 
is the absen ce of su ch restrain ts which has per­ 
mitted the presen t in flation to grow while the 
deficit is approachin g approximately $29 billion 
for the cu rren t fiscal year. 
Certain risks have to be taken in war, bu t 
matters are reachin g the hou r when logically 
there has to be more in ten sive action on the 
military side in order to move in to a decisive 
stage. 


Mean while, it looks like a period of two or 
three years of econ omic readju stmen t is ahead 
in side the Un ited States, n o matter what hap­ 
pen s in the war 
This mean s the Presiden t n ot on ly will in ­ 
sist u pon a 10-per-cen t su rcharge, bu t he will 
have to decide soon to do somethin g abou t 
wage-an d-price con trols. 
The strike again st Ford Motor Co. has dra­ 
matically emphasized that powerfu l forces are 
at work which can seriou sly distu rb the econ ­ 
omy. 
The au tomobile in du stry is n ot the on ly on e 
which can be su bjected to higher-wage deman ds 
an d threats of strikes. This leads, of cou rse, to 
higher prices an d in ten sifies the in flation .

Lots of mon ey has been pou red in to the states 
an d cities which, u n der n ormal circu mstan ces, 
cou ld be u tilized effectively. Bu t with a war g- 
kig on an d a grave econ omic crisis at han d, it 
is n ot likely the govern men t will wish to in ­ 
crease 
su ch 
expen ditu res 
by 
su bstan tial 
amou n ts. 
- Members of Con gress have been opposed to a 
tax in crease. This is n * su rprisin g. 
Bu t as more strikes occu r an d the econ omy 
starts feelin g the effects of higher an d higher 
prices, there will be a deman d for restrain t by 
action of govern men t itself. 
The qu estion is: When is the propitiou s mo­ 
men t for su ch action ? 
Man y observers believe the time has come 
when the Presiden t, relu ctan t as he may be to 
do so, will have to make the decision in favor 
of a con trolled econ omy du rin g wartime.

the U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture’s Consumer and Marketing 
Service recently made two ma­ 
jor changes in the Ohio Food 
Stamp Program. 
First, recognizing that fami­ 
lies with little or no income 
find it hard to pay even the 
previously required $2 per per­ 
son per month for food cou­ 
pons, the purchase requirement 
for the lowest income groups 
has been cut to 50 cents per 
person per month. 
For example, a two-person 
household, with 
a net monthly 
income from zero to $19.99, 
would pay $1. each month (50 
cents each), instead of $4 (at 
the former rate). They would 
be given $23. in bonus food cou­ 
pons, thus having $24 each 
month to buy food. 
However, for larger house­ 
holds with the same amount of 
income, zero to $19.99, the rate 
per person gets smaller. Thus, 
households with seven or more 
persons never pay more than 
$3 for stamps, (less than 50 
cents a piece) and y et receive 
large amounts of bonus stamps. 
Second, in view of the diffi­ 
culty a family has in putting 
together enough cash to enter 
the program, and pay its back 
bills at the same time, new par­ 
ticipants may purchase 
food 
coupons at one-half the regular 
price, during their first month 
of participation. This rule 
ap­ 
plies to every one who is eligible 
for the program, not just those 
in the lowest income groups. 
Here’s an example to show 
how this change works; 
An 
eight - person household, with 
a net monthly income from $30 
to $39.9 9 , would pay $7 during 
their first month in the pro­ 
gram. They would receive $79 
in free o r bonus 
co upo ns and 
thus have 
$86 each mo nth to

They are then 
given bonus or extra stamps, 
paid for by USDA, which, add­ 
ed with those they bought, gives 
them more food buy ing power. 
The stamps can be spent at 
any food store, authorized 
to 
accept them 
by USDA. 
All 
foods, except imported items, 
can be bought with the cou­ 
pons.
